o 
NE of th e most difficult things in tin s world for a n individual is to a c ­ 
cept a hurt, a deep injury or a m isrepresentation—w ith dignity. 
N ations m ay never learn this le sso n -u n t.il th e ir resources have been 
hopelessly wasted. T here are individuals, however, who are wiser. 
I have used this quotation m any tim es: “T h e dog barks—b u t th e c a ra ­ 
van passes on.’’ T here is a tvorld of sense an d philosophy in th is line. 
W h at good does it do to deplete one’s finer sensibilities over a n im agined 
insult to one’s dignity? The gentlem en gains nothing by engaging in com ­ 
bat w ith a ruffian. 
I recall an interesting incident. 
D r. B ran d er M atthew s, th e noted 
scholar, w as once challenged to a duel by a h ot-tem pered E uropean. 
He 
accepted w ith th e understanding th a t he should be given th e choice of 
w eapons w hich was agreed. “All rig h t,’’ said th e literary m an. “I choose 
words. You are defeated!”
